In addition" to tlie eoin|>etitive records whieh the 
mw-tini; lias yielded, the pn'seiit season of racing 
here will always l»e nolable for Uoamer's remark- 
able achievement in ninniiig the fastest mile on 
no-ord in America, when on August 21, carrying 
110 iKHinds in a contest against time, that wonderful 
gelding of Andrew Miller’s suc<-e«*ded in surpassing 
tile reiord of l:3r»>/^ made b.v Salvator over the 
straightawa.v coiirsi* at Monmouth, X. J., in 1S90. 
Uoanier’K new rei-ord of 1;34%, made over the ellip- 
tical traek hen- witlMUit the services of a |ia<s>maker, 
has brought iinp<-rishable fame to the ei’ergreen 
son of Kniglit Krrant ami Uose Tree II.. and nat- 
urall.v Ntaiids ont as the most sensational iierforin- 
ance of the meeting. 

STJK BBIAR'S FAST KILE. 

OtIiiT traik iviords made during tlie progress of 
the mis-liiig that are likewise Amerh-aii nssirds in- 
clude Sun Briar’s l■omlM•titive mile in ac- 

isimplishisl imdi'r an iiii|Mist of 113 pounds on August 
«. wliich rei-ord of Sun Briar’s displawd the Aineri- 
i-aii r<*eord of l;3dt,i made by Amalfi over tlie hard 
surfaceil trotting track at Syracuse some few years 
ago. and Cudgel’s mile and three-sixteenths in 
1 :at!. itnd.r an im|Kist of 131 iMiunds on August 16. 
wliicli supidanted a record of 1 :a6^ for the distani-e 
made earlier in the meeting by the filly Knfilade 
and Milton B.’s 1:56% made at Imtoiiia in 1913. 
Sun Briar ran in the i-olors of YY'illis Sliarim Kilmer 
of Binghamton. N. Y., while Cudgel carried tlie 
silks of Commander J. K. L. Koss of Montreal, Que. 

Tin- tniek reisiril for five-eighths of a mile stooil 
at 1:09 when the nieidiiig opened. It was four times 
reilueed and now stands at 57% to the credit of 
llarr.v I’ayne Whitney’s I'igeou YVing, wiiieh fleet 
filly created the new mark with 115 pounds up on 
August 23. I-neework. carrying 1<»3 iiouuds, first 
re<Inis*d tlm r**is>nl for tiiis distance to 59% on 
August 2. the following day Stickling iiiade it 59% 
with 109 iHHinds. and on August 16 Eternal further 
redms^ it to r»s% under 107 iM^unds. This stood 
until I’igisiii Wing made the pn-seiit retnrd. 

Tlie reisird for five and one-half furlongs was 
also n‘|H*atedly reduced. On the opening day of the 
meeting Billy Kelly ispialUsl the old mark of l:0.'i%. 
On August 5 Star Itealm. carrying 110 itounds, re- 
diu-ed it to 1:05%. The next day Lion d’Or, carry- 
ing 106 jHiunds, duplicated Star Itealm’s feat, and 
on the suci-eeding da.v iluuuibul made tlie n>cord 
1:05%, under tiie heavy im|Mist of 123 pounds. A 
week later lu* Frank cut tlie re«s>rd to 1:05, and 
on August 22 John Sanfoni’s fast filly Tuscaloosa 
reduced the mark to 1:04%, where it now stands. 
She carried 107 iiounds. 

FAST TIKE FOR THREE-aXlARTERS. 

The renird for tiiree-qiiarters of a mil<‘ stoi^sl at 
1:11 upon the o|M-niiig of the mei-ting. On August 
o ^v. R. Coi'’s M.nsatioual sprinter I'ol.vmelian. 
carrying 129 iiounds, rtsliiced it to 1:10%. Not until 
August 22 was this n-iord bidtered. 'Tlien Lieut. 
Ba.vinoud Belmont’s fill.v J.viitec, under 115 pounds, 
ran the distams* In 1:10%. The following day 
rolymeliau regained his lost laurels by ruuiiing in 
the same time under Ihe exacting impost of 140 
pounds. Tliere the reisinl stands to Uie joint credit 
of J.viitee and I’ol.vmelian. There is no doubt 

that Polymelian would have reduced It even more but 
for a mishap in the early stages of the race in 
which he equalled Jyntee’s performam-e. 

On tlie da.v Is'fore Siin Briar iTealed the existing 
track rei’ord of 1 :36Vi for tlie mile, Biiforil had 
eqii.ilbsl the old track retsjrd of 1:37% for that dis- 
l.am-e. aiul It. 'J’. Wilson’s Corn Tass<.| iu the 
sipso-ediiig race had cut the mark to 1:37%, whieh

and long to Is' n-menilieriMl. The grand iierfomianees of Billy Kelly, the champion two-.vear-old of the 
year and c-oiussled to be one of tlie greatest young liorses seen in many a year, togetlier witli the brilliant 
racing of Joliren, Sun Briar and otliers, the wonderful time rceordiMl over the marvelously reeoiistnieted 
fast traek. were other features. While the attendnii<.e was not np to tlie standard set last year, still 
the crowds wer»‘ of genenms proiiortions and on siie<-iul wcasioiis the beautiful Saratoga course was taxed 
to its capacity. 'J’lie abnndanee of high -class horses available for racing was resitonsihle for large fields 
of well-inatehed thoroughbreds and great sjairt resulted. The increased value of the many rich stake 
events brought together the liest horses in training and the iH'aiitiful uncertainty of racing, whieh makes 
it one of tlie most fascinating of sports, was strikingly illustrated when the cream of the thoroughbred 
world met for these rich prizes.

LARGEST CROWD OF YEAR 



Welcomes Return of the Sport to 
Palatial Belmont Park. 



Sunny Slope Wins the Main Race 
of the Day — Tomboy Stakes 
to Milkmaid. 



Xew York, Si-ptember 2. — A crowd exi-eediiig in 
numbers any seen on tlie merriqiolituu trucks this 
year witnessed the return of racing to Belmont 
I’ark today with the inauguration of the West- 
eliester Itaejng Association’s fall meeting of twelve 
da.vs. Belmont Park, always at its best in the 
fall, never lookeil as beautiful as it did today. 
Everything was spick and span for the oiiening 
and it was not long after tlie gates were thrown 
op«‘n that the crowd began to arrive. When the 
bugle called th<‘ horses to the iiost in the o|ieniiig 
rail* the grandstand was filleil and there apiieansl 
to bi‘ no letup to tlie seemingly endless stream of 
|K‘ople imiiring into the commodious home of the 
Westi'hester Racing Association. 

Deafening clieers greeted the horses as they 
fiaruded to the post for tlie inaugural contest of the 
day. It was a dash of three-quarters of a mile 
over the main course and the Brighton Stable’s goist 
three-vear-old Flags was the public cbidce. That 
he was immeasurably best was soon evident, for. 
after being in close quarters during the first elghtli. 
he took the lead and easily drew away from his 
opponents on the stretch turn to win as bis rider 
pleaseil. ' 

The enthusiasm of the big crowd was given full 
voice with the running of the Broad Hollow Steeple- 
chase Handicap, which Square Dealer captured 
with ease after indulging Triimnator at pacemaking 
until the eleventh jump had been passed. At the 
sixth hedge I’owers tested his mount’s s|ieed by 
joining Triimpator. The sjitisfaetory results 
prompted liim to accept second iwsitlon until the 
turn for home, wiiere his mount’s superhwity became 
evident. J. E. Widener’s Skibbercen tniiled all the 
way. 

The Belmont Park Autumn Handicap, the main 
attraction of the splendid Lalsir day iirogram, re- 
sulted in an eas.v win for Sunny Sloiie, whieh sboweil 
liis suiieriority at every stage of the mile ami an 
eiglitli. A few paces beyond tlie barrier in* was 
two lengths in front of his utipoueuts, and ('allahan 
nursed him on in tlie lead, which he maintaiiieil to 
tlie finish. The battle for place Ismors was decided 
only in the last stride, and there were many wiio 
disagns*d witli the judges’ verdict. Hollister tired 
so badly in his final strides that Eyelid, which liad 
ran out in the stretch drive, was able to cut down 
ills lead and secure second plac-e. 

J. E. Madden’s wisdom was justified when liis 
Milkmaid, a late addition to the list of cs>iii|ietitor'i 
for the Tomboy filly stakes, captured the nice 
in easy style from tls‘ spring season’s heroine, I’lui 
Rose, whose admirers bucki-d her into favoritism. 
The Madden filly oiitlooked lier opisisition in the 
parade and her racy appearance gained her many 
eleventh lioiir siipi>orters, so that the victory proved 
a iHipular one. 

CLOSEST FINISH OF THE DAY. 

’rhe most inten>sting race of the day came with 
till* running of the fifth race, a dash of one mile. 
The Kentucky Stalde’s repn-sentative, Torehts-ariT. 
the favorite, threateiieil to make a runaway of it 
by assuming a big early lead, w'hieli lie maintained 
until well in the streteli. Here Kiieklioanl, under 
the vigorous riding of J. Ixiftus, tm»k up the issue 
with the favoriti' and Roliinson was forci^U to do his 
bi*st to save the day, only a nose seiiarating tlie 
pair at the end. Deekmatc was third after a 
|ioor exhibition. 

Anotlier close finish featured tlie closing rail* 
and gave Major August Belmont the satisfaction of 
seeing his colors carried to victiwy by his Fair 
Play two-year-old Mad Hatter. It was anybody’s 
race at the liead of the stretch, but Mad Hatter. 
resiHinding to punishment, fought it out in game 
fasliiou with Different Eyes and Romeo througli tlie 
last eighth and got the decision in the final strides. 
Romeo outlasted Different Eyes for tlie place. 

Many white gowned solicitors and tanuml soldiers 
einailated ulsiiit through the vast tbnmg ami 
gained liberal <•oIltrilmtiolls for the St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital ambulance fund. 

L. H. Baxter, after experiencing considerable dif- 
ficulty, whieh iiieliided a visit to Washington, has 
finall.v secured the iiecessarj’ state papers, and will 
ship nineteen of the Diaz racers to t'liha as soon 
as tninsiHirtation arrangements can be maile. If the 
opisirtuiiity offers. Orestes ma.v make another try 
for American turf homa-s before his return. 

The stewards here are W. H. Vosburgh, repre- 
senting the Jockey Club; R. T. Wilson and F. R. 
Hitehcoek. for the association, and Frank J. Bryan, 
for the steepleehasiiig. 

“We have but fort.v stalls vacant at Jaiiiaiea.’* 
said Kaeing Sm-retary W. C. Edwards, “and wliat 
is more eiu-oiiragiug is the fact that most of tlie 
horses tliere are iu condition, which assures gissl

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An Old-Timer Tolls of One of the Coups Fulled Off 
by That Noted Texas Horseman. 

•‘Notable events on the turf always live in the 
iiiiiids of the old-timers esiN*ciall.v. and they never 
hesitate to reiieat any iiieideiit which to them was 
out of the onliiiary,” says a Kentucky turf writer. 
“Not long sine*' an old -timer was telling of some 
of the (snips pulled off hy John J. McCafferty, 
the Texas horseman. 

“Early in life McCafferty started out as a jockey 
and develo|»ed into a horse tnider. This did not 
aptieal to him, for he was ambitious and eager to 
do greater things in life, so Mi-Cafferty packed up 
and went to New York and went to college. 

“After leaving college McCafferty did not know 
what to put his hand to. so he drifted back to 
the horses and started racing a stable of his own. 
He raced on the eastern tracks with indifferent 
success until he got hold of a little brown gelding 
named Burch. McCafferty cleaneil up everything in 
sight with Burch, and finally landed in Chicago 
during the summer of 1890. He then had am- 
bitions to take a wliirl at the eastern racing again 
and shipped Burch to Brighton Beach. 

“McCafferty was well fixed at this time and did 
not hesitate to liet his money. He finally pickeil out 
a race which he tliought would be easy for Burrdi 
and dn*i»i>e«l him in.

.\fter saddling his liorse he went into the betting 
ring to take a iH*ep at the odds. He finally landed 
ill front of the liook of a man named Burton. Some 
called liim “Crazy” Burton and otiiers duhbed him 
“Plunger” Burton, for lie was noted for his eccen- 
tricities on and off tlie block. Burton had 50 to I 
cli.ilked lip against Burcli and McCafferty slipjied 
liim $100. Burton tlirew tlie $100 into the box and 
slipiied McCafferty a ticket ealling for $.5,000 to 
$11X1, mlibiHi out the jirice and clialked up 7.5 to 1. 
Mac Iianded Burton another century and got a 
ticket calling for $7,.500 to $100. 

COUP WITH QUEENIE TROWBRIDGE, 

“Burton then made it 100 to 1. McCafferty 

was diinifoniided at tliis, and immediately liet 

Burcli $200 more at tliese odds. Burch failed to 

even show, and McCafferty vow(“d vengeance on the 
eastern Isiokles. A few years later McCafferty 

got togellier a real good stable, among them being 
Helen Xicliols. winner of the Qu(‘en Isaliella Stakes 
at Chicago, and a filly named tfueenie Trowliridge, 
wliicli lie kept well under cover, and this was tlie 
one witli which he intended to get even. 

“He had worked her with Helen Nichols and 
knew tlie filly was good, so accompanied by tlie 
giKid western jockey Frankie Jordan, McCafferty 
started for the east. He also took along a <smple 
of lietting commissioners. He selected tlie race 
and droiiiied Queenie Trowhrldge in it. One hundred 
to one was laid against her, and McCafferty’s’ bet- 
ting commissioners slipiied nnniiid their fives and 
tens to all of tlieni. Jordan made no mistakes and 
Queenie Trowbridge galloped home in front. Mc- 
Cafferty had had his revenge, for not a book- 
maker on the line had been spared and the westerner 
was credited witli cleaning up $125,000. 

“S{>eaking of Burton reminds aiiotlier of one of 
Jiis cliaracteristics stunts. Wlien Burton would have 
a bad day ou tlie block he would hie himself to his 
liotel in the evening anil order a sumptuous meal for 
himself. After tlie waiter had brought ill the meal 
Burton would say to liiniself: ‘Burton, you are no 

account, a big bliK'khead and don’t deserve to eat 
such a meal.’ Then, suiting liiniself to his words, 
he would pay tlie waiter and walk out witliout touch- 
ing a moutliful of tlie tempting viands. Old-timers 
declan* they Imve seen Burton pull off tliis stunt 
time and time again.”

TRADE AFTER THE WAR 

United States Will Emerge from the Conflict the 
Strongest Nation in the World. 



“Will the war” is the motto of the American 
people, and until now all energies have been so 
€-on<-eiitrated uism this object that comparatively 
little study has been given to after-tbe-war condi- 
tions. 

Abroad more attention has been given to this sub- 
jee-f. and with good reason if. as expected, there is 
to be a struggle for foreign trade. Undue importance 
lias Iteen attached to the adverse temporary current 
of oiir exclianges with certain neutral nations. 

As a matter of fact tlie United States will 
emerge from the war in a position relatively stronger 
than any other country in the world. We have tlie 
greatest stock of gold and back of it the fact that 
we have bei-ome a great creditor nation with bil- 
lions of dollars loaned to our allies. 

We have the greatest supply of credit in the 
world and a national hanking system to conserve it. 
Ill control of vast natural resources, including the 
foodstuffs which will continue in keen demand for 
some time after the end of the war, our export 
trade must continue good, and for the first time in 
a generation we will be In |»ossession of ships which 
will render us inde|iendent in the matter of sea 
carriage. 

It is obvious that as a result of the war there 
lias been vastly increased efficiency of industrial 
]ir<Mliictioii. wliicii has reached unprecedented propor- 
tions — sufficient indeed to create uneasiness as to 
what will liap|>en when the war demand relaxes. 
There may lie an interval of hesitation before the 
terms of iieace are settled, but the battered and 
shattered ooiiditiou of a large part of Euroiie 
gives assiiran<*e tliat for its reconstruction tlie de- 
mands of Iieace will be as great as those of war. — 
New York Herald. 

BRITAIN’S BRILLIANT STROKE 

The astonishing nature of the British appearance 
at Baku, on the t’aspiau Sea. Russia’s oil and 
Asiatic inetnniolis. may be indicated to the Ameri- 
ean mind by an imaginary comparison. I.a*t us siip- 
laise that the United States were at war with Great 
Hritaiii. ami were busily engagml in trying to stop 
the progn-ss of an ex|ie<lition which had managed 
to land on the coast of Maine, when suddenly an- 
other British exiieilitioii. having crossed Canada and 
sailmi ill Ixiats from Sanit Ste. Marie, swooped 
down on Chicago and t«xik iiossession of that city. 
Snell an exploit. iiidi*e<l. would not quite match the 
]ierfortiium-e of the British at Baku, for in that 
case the exiieditioii would lie inarching across a 
British ami a civilized coiiiitr.v, whereas the Baku 
exiMolitioii had to traverse an ill-settled, mostly | 
desidate anil foreign country. 

It is a reiiiarkalde and hrilliaiit military acliieve- 
ineiit. with its isditical side. It really admits <>reat 
Britain to leadership fnim now on in the Russian 
situation. It outranks in iiiiiMirtaiice the iH-ciipatioii 
of Vladivostok It.v Jaiuiiiese. British and Americans. 
It is not to Ih* snpiHiseil that tlie British have gone 
to the Caspian Sea without an adei|iiate forc-e to 
luaiiitaiii themselves on Russian soil. We are boniiu 
to siipiMise that they have made sure of their I'om- 
iiiiinicatioii. via Reslit. their Persian iKirt, with Bag- 
dad and Basra, their base on the Persian Gulf. Tliis 
Ix'iiig the case, they are just as well situated to 
oi-cnpy Astrakhan as they are to o<-cupy Baku. 
Astrakhan means lieiiig in toiii-li with the Don Cos- 
sacks; it means Tzaritsiii and the whole valley of 
tlie Volga, with «•!<»«• touch with the main body of 
the Czeclio-Slovaks, and the hack door of Moscow 
wide open. 

Taken in connection with the rapid movement of 
the British southward from Archangel and with the 
Siberian exiieditioii, it may be said at one stroke to 
riM-onstitute the eastern line, and to present the 
tlerman eoutnd in tlie Bolshevik Russia with a new 
crisis. It will affect the Kussiun imagination as 
nothing else could. And the Russian imagination is 
not tlie only one that will lie affected. The pres- 
ence of the English on the C.-ispian Sea will declare 
to all Asia that the British isiwer is still valid oh 
that I'ontinent. It will i-lieck the tide that lias been 
iM-tliiig toward Germ.-iny with the domiiiauce of 



Berlin over Constantinople and tlie revival of Turk- 
ish influence in Central Asia consequent upon the 
fall and disintegration of Russia. And all this in 
addition to the very neat material stroke which is 
involved in the displacement of tlie Germans from 
tlie control of the putative control of the great Rus- 
sian oil fields. 

Every economic interest and every conservative 
aspiration in the old Russian empire will now look 
to England for its reconstruction or its deliverance.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

Organized labor 'dedicated itself to the country 
and to war for victory in the greatest Labor day 
parade yesterday Chicago has ever known. A quarter 
of a million men and women at 9 o’clm-k yesterday 
morning began marching out through the heroes’ 
arch at Monroe street and Michigan avenue, while 
Laeutenaiit Sousa with a jacky band of 1,300 
thrilled them with “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

One million persons filled every street of the loop 
to applaud the marchers and enter into the spirit 
of sacrifice with them. 

The biggest “Old Glory” flag in the world was 
unfurled from the LaSalle street side of the city 
hull as Simon O’Donnell, grand marshal of the 
parade, passed by. With him Charles W. Folds, 
General Paul Vignal of the French Mission and 
General Gudlielmotti of the Italian mission were to 
ride in line, and back of tliem came a French “75” 
gun. opiNinent of the “Big Bertha,” presented to 
Chicago labor by General Vignal. 

Major General Thomas H. Barry represented the 
American army and Captain W. A. Moffet the 
American navy. A cannot shot, following the un- 
veiling of the memorial heroes’ arch, was the signal 
for starting the parade. Men and women, march- 
ing twelve abreast, iioiired forth to spread over the- 
city, saluting at eacii step flags of all nations and 
countless flags of the United States. 

Under the tentative program for President Wil- 
son’s siieaking tour for the fourth liberty loan the 
president will pnibatily leave Washington about 
September 30, to be away throughout the tliree 
weeks of the loan campaign period. In a swing 
that may carry him to the Pacific coast, he ex- 
pects to make stops in nearly every setTion of the 
cohiitry. It was learned yesterday tliat the presi- 
dent lias proniisetl Senator Ashurst of Arizona that 
if the itinerary will iierinit he will visit the 
Grand Canyon of Arizona during the trip. 

I The British have penetrated the vitally im- 
IKirtaiit Dnx-ourt — Queant switcli of tlie Hindenhurg 
line, according to reiiorts from tlie battle front 
yesterday. Tliey liave reaulied the western edge 
of Cagiiiconrt. about two miles northeast of Queant. 
A large iiumber of prisoners were taken in this for- 
ward movement wlileh was against extremely stub- 
born enemy resistaiiee. Tlie Gemiiins had seven 
divisions masseil on a front of five miles in this 
ar<‘a. 

Tlie allieil fon-es on the western front have taken 
a total of 128.302 prisoners since July 15, It was 
aiiiKiuiieed in an official statement from Paris yes- 
terday. In the same |ierio<i 2.009 guns, 1,734 mine 
throwers and 13.78.3 niaehine guns were captured. 

Possihility of Iieace liefore the middle of 19i*o 
was iiidieateil in a nieimirandiiin written by the pres- 
ident and aci-onipaiiyiiig the proclamation, as a 
factor in determination of the president to maintain 
the present prii*e for the 1919 crop. 

B.v a proclamation issuixl yesterday President 
Wilson :j;2.20 a liiishel as the minimum price 

guaranteed by the government for the 1919 wheat 
crop. A disinterested commission, the president 
said, will be apixiinted next spring to see whether 
tlio iiiereused «-ost of farm labor and supplies would 
justify an increase in the alxive price. 

The Droi-oiirt — Queant line was smashed through 
by the Canadians on a two-milc front. Field Marsh- 
al Haig’s men are reixirted to be in Drury and 
heavy fighting is progressing in favor of the British. 

At n<K>n yesterday, one hour after the gates of 
the I'liited States war exixisition in Grant Park 
were o|iened. 40.48.5 iiersons liad passed through 
the main entrance. 

British troops last night captured the villages 
<if Kaillisel anil Saill.v-Saillisel. on the line north of 
Peroniie, toilay’s war office aiiiioiiiieemeiit states. 



An Official Account of Genpan Intrigues During the 
Period of Our Neutrality. 

That the German government siient between $15,- 
000,000 and $ 20 , 000,000 on plots and intrigues in 
this country in the years 1915 and 1910 through a 
single chniinel, the ofliee of Dr. Heinri<-h F. Albert, 
the <-oniniereiuI attache of the German embass.v, is 
revealeil for the first time in the latest jiubUeation 
of the Committee on I’liblic Inforiiiatioii, released 
tmla.v. 

Tlie title of the pamphlet is “German Plots and 
Intrigues in the I’liited States During the PeriiKl of 
Oiir Neutrality.” Its authors are Professor E. E. 
Sperry, of the University of S.vracuse, and Professor 
Willis M.. West, of the University of Minnesota. 
Tlie sources from which their information is drawn 
are the ofiicial files of the Department of Justice 
and the records of the trials conducted by the de- 
partment agents, particularly in New York, Clii- 
cago, Detroit and San Francisco. 

Tlie story fold by these otficial records as they 
are painstakingly explained and interiireted is an 
amazing one. It dots the “i’s” and crosses the 
“t’s” to all onr conceptions of ofiicial German un- 
scmpiiloiisness. effrontery and lying. It deals with 
lalHir leaders corrupted, and strikes caused in mu- 
nitions plants b.v tSertnan influence; with the Ger- 
man financing of the movement for an embargo on 
miinitioiis shipments; with the destruction of liiiio- 
i-eiit merchant vessels by bombs planted in their 
cargoes by German agents in American harbors; 
with plots for the promotion of sabotage in the 
I’nited States and in Canada, including the blowing 
lip of the Welland Canal and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway; with the corruption of American opinion 
through the agency of German paid professors, 
newspapers and lecturers; with the forging of pass- 
ports to send German reservists abroad; With the 
supply from American |iorts of German raiders at 
sea; with German plots organized here in order to 
pause revolt in India and in Ireland; with the pro- 
curation of perjury and the shameless lying of the 
German government. Perhaps history contains no 
instance of effrontery greater than tlie issuance to 
the American press, December, 1915, of the follow- 
ing official lie: 

“The German government has naturally never 
knowingly accepted the support of any person, group 
of persons, so<iety or organization seeking to pro- 
mote the cause of Germany in the United States by 
illegal acts, by counsel of violence, by contraven- 
tion of law, or by any means whatever that could 
offend tlie American peiiple in the pride of their own 
authority.” 

Every line of this pamphlet proves the falsity of 
this official German statement. 

Among the Germans actively connected with plots 
and intrigues in this country while enjoying its 
liospitality were Ambassadors Bernstorff and Dumba; 
attaches Paiien, Boy-Ed and Albert; Franz Bopp, 
German consul at San Francisc-o, and Kurt von 
Reiswitz, consul at Chicago; Dr. Buenz and Paul 
Koenig, of tlie Hamburg-American steamship line, 
and Fay, Gorst, Scheele, Kleist and a dozen others. 

OFFICIALS AS GERMAN TOOLS. 

The numerous American tools include Ex-Con- 
; gressman Frank Buchanan, who was active in the 
movement for strikes and the munitions embargo; 
Lamar, the “Wolf of Wall Street”; Dr. William 
Bayard Hale, to whom Count Bernstorff referred as 
one who could “give information” concerning the 
embargo movement; Max Breitling of Chicago and 
Albert Koltschmidt of Detroit, wlio were connected 
with attempts to promote explosions; the notorious 
Jeremiah O’Leary, Irish agitator and editor of a 
seditious publication called "Bull”; George Sylvester 
Vlereck, whose paper the “Fatherland” was fi- 
nanced by the German embassy, and a host of 
others. 

Of the bomb industry, with its '300 to 400 bombs 
manufactured, and fires in thirty- three ships sail- 
ing from New York, we get this glimpse in the 
testimony of a witnt'ss in the case against Captain 
von Kleist, in the New York courts: “We sat down 

and we spoke for about three hours. ... I asked 
him the different things that he did, and said if 
lie wanted an interview with Mr. von Igel, my boss, 
he would have to tell everything. So he told me 
von Papen gave Dr. Scheele, the partner of von 
Kleist in this factory, a check for $10,000 to start 
the bomb factory. ... He told me that he, Mr. 
von Kleist, and Dr. Sclieele, and a man by the 
name of Becker on the Friederich der Grosse were 
making the bombs, and that Captain Wolpert, Cap- 
tain Bo<ie and Captain Steinberg had charge of 
putting these bombs on the sliips; they put these 
bombs in cases and shipped them as merchandise on 
these steamers, and tliey would go away on the trip 
and the bombs would go off after the ship was 
out four or five days, causing a fire and causing 
the cargo to go up in flames. ... He also told 
me that they have made quite a number of these 
bombs; that thirty of them were given to a party 
by the name of O’Leary, and that he took them 
down to New Orleans, where he liad charge of 
putting them on ships down there, tliis fellow 
0’I.«ary.” 

Of eqiuil if not gn>ater interest is the following 
intercepted radiogram sent from Berlin la January, 
1916. to Ambassador Bernstorff: 

“January 26. For Military Attache. Yon can 
obtain particulars as to iiersons suitable for carrying 
on sabotage in the I’niteil States and Canada from 
the following persons. (1) Joseph Mc-Garrity, Pliila- 
delphia, Penn. <2) John P. Keating, Michigan 
Avenue, Chicago. (3) Jeremiah O’Leary, 16 Park 
Row, New York. One and two are absolutely re- 
liable and discreet. No 3 is reliable, but not al- 
ways dis<-reet. These iiersons were indicated by Sir 
Roger Casement. In the United Stati*s sabotage 
can be carried out on every kind of factory for 
suiiplying munitions of war. Railway embankments 
and bridges must not be touched. Embassy mu.st 
in no circumstances be compromised. Similar pre- 
cautions must be taken in regard to Irish pro-Ger- 
man propaganda.

WAR WILL BROADEN VISION 

Millions of young Americans will come back from 
Euroiie after the war witli their minds oiieiied by 
contact with our allies and by what they have 
seen of the British Isles. France, Italy, Belgium 
and other countries. Foreign travel is usually iiart 
of the ed’icatiou of the rieli which the masses of 
their coiiiitryi,.-»n cannot enjoy. We will need breadth 
of vision and thought more than ever in the days to 
come because America has entered the family of 
great nations and her interests will hereafter be 
truly international. There was much truth in the 
claim of the Prussian militarists that service in the 
army in time of iieace was a liberal education 
wliich turned tlie p<‘asant Ixiy into an alert man. 
America is well governeil in national affairs, but its 
municipal system leaves much to lie desir^. ’The 
sight of the cities ami towns of Eiiroiieau countries 
should give our soldiers some ideas that may bear 
good fruit. — New York Commercial. 



Mrs. William .\slor Chamller, president of the 
Fn-mli Heris's l.ara.vette Memorial fiiml. ami who is 
now ill Kranee, has sent to John Moffat, exeeiitive 
cliuirmiin of the fund, a remarkable aecoiint of the 
work accomplished in Paris, in what was formerly 
the long abandoned Seminary of St. Siilpice, by the 
Seeoiirs de Guerre — S<H-!ety for Refugees of tlie War 
— wliieli the Freneh Heroes laifayette Memorial fund 
has, to a large extent, siihveiited. The report, whieli 
will he iiarticularly interesting to .\inerie:iiis, in 
part says: 

When at the outbreak of the war, in August. 1914. 
Freneh and Belgian refugees, oriihans and soldiers 
fnim the invaded regions, first began to stream into 
Paris from Charleroi, Anvers, Lille and finally 
Rheims, a little group of policemen in the sixth 
city district of Paris, headed by their chief, M. 
Peltier, with the trifling capital of 30« francs, 
seized upon the old seminary of Saint Sulpice, that 
had been abandoned for twelve long years and was 
in a state of indescribable decay, and quickly pro- 
vided. with the aid of carpenters, masons and other 
workmen, .shelter for the first of the refugees. 

Today the work has grown to truly am.azing pro- 
portions. At the present time there are being 
served in a single day 4,400 meals, and the average 
number of persoixs feil a ilay is 2,200, among whom 
are to be found an average of 6.50 children and 7IKI 
soldiers. From the modest .3<¥( frams capital at 
first collecteil for the work, the sum expemleil has 
grown to 1.801.;i05 francs, giving to the refugees at 
a cost of 1 franc and 63 centimes a day liMlgiiig, 
nourishment, clothing and medical attention. A c-on- 
siderable iiart of this sum has been contribnteil by 
.\merlcans, ami lately the Freneh Heroes I^afayette 
Memorial fund has placed large sums at the dis- 
posal of the society, for the continuance of its 
work. No less than 119,226 persons have been com- 
pletely outfitted by the clothing department of the 
fiecours de Guerre and the Bureau of Employment 
has placeil a8.367 refugees. The police, who were 
instrumental in the beginning in organizing what is 
now one of the greatest Freneh war charities, con- 
tinue their interest in it, but there has been formed 
a regular committee which has upon it mairy im- 
portant French and American men ami women, and 
the committee has the rordial approval and co- 
oiieration of the president of the republic. 

A MODEL INSTITUTION. 

’Tlie once dilapidated seminary is now a mmlel 
institution, divided into three parts — one useil for 
refugees and civilians from the invaded countries, 
tlie second for oriihan children and those separateil 
from their parents and the tlilrd for soldiers on 
leave from the front or convalescent from wounds 
or illnesses contracted at the front. 

There are 600 rooms devoted to families, where 
they may live in seclusion. Work is provided for 
those able to be emiiloyed, and places are found for 
tlie more unfortunate, the tubercular, and the poor. 
(’Uildren are in especial care of the society. 'Tliese 
are mainly orphans and are gathered liere and there 
from tlK* various fighting zones and given over to 
the charge of the Secours de Guerre, which takes 
the place to them of their parents. For tliese little 
children there is a large nursery, with hygienic 
equipment, and among those who care for the 
children are women of the best families of France. 
Those wlio are ill are cared for in the hospital ward 
that is conducted according to the methods of Pas- 
teur and under the direction of Professor Uutinei. 
Results in this hospital have been marvelous, as the 
mortality rate has been confined to 5 per cent, 
whereas in other Paris hospitals for children the 
mortality rate since the war has frequently reaclieil 
as high as 60 per cent. It is important to note 
that children entrusted to the society were in man.v 
eases bom amid abnormal conditions and present 
many hereditary ailments, which render their treat- 
ment more difficult. 

Children over three years of age are given instruc- 
tion, and a special school has been founded in the 
institution, modeled on the Montessori metiKNl, 
w'hich is conducted by an American woman. Miss 
Cromwell, who has consecrated her fortune to it. 
The children in this s<.-hool are treated entirely 
separately from the others, have special food and 
are sent to the country in turns under the direction 
of Madame Peltier, wife of the founder of the so- 
ciety. 

For the soldiers on leave who deslrt* to be em- 
ployed, work is found so that when tiiey return to 
the front they have money in their ixn'kets and 
means for the journey. 

LARGE FUNDS NEEDED. 

Concluding the report. Mrs. Chanter makes the 
following eoinnient: “One can sec that the S»>eoiirs 

de Guerre is one of the most vital and interesting 
institutions develoiieil since the war. It alh'viates 
misery and. in oases which demand a quick solu- 
tion, affords imiiieiliate relief without the usually 
tedious formalities attendant niion administration. 
Also, one finds allied in this work tlie sympathies 
of many of the most prominent people of the 
political, religions, literary, s<*ientific, industrial 
and commercial worlds. 

‘"The work that is ne<-essary for the administration 
of such relief is tremendous, and despite the assist- 
ance rendered by the French goveruiiiciit. the so- 
ciety must appeal to public charity for aid. Not only 
must the Sc<*oiirs de Guerre meet large financial 
obligations, but it must deiiend on contributions of 
clothing and shoes for children, soldiers and other 
adults. It repairs in its own establishment used 
clothing, underwear and shoes which are sent tliere, 
so that nothing is wastwl.”

Sight of Yessela They Have (heated Sliding Down 
the Ways Proves Inspiration to New Efforts. 

No more practical means of in.spiring labiir to tin- 
great task of winning the war has been developed, 
according to information reaching the Department 
of I,jiNir. than timmgh the wartime praetiee of in- 
viting the workmen in a Ixidy to witness the ship 
launchings. At the big Fore River yards and else- 
wliere every effort is made to assure the men who 
have hiiilt the ships an opiiortiiuity to see them slip 
into the water, for tlie men in witnessing the spec- 
tai-Ie not only come to a realization of the great 
work America is doing, but they take a iiersonal 
pride in their own labor that they would not feel 
otherwise. 

Ill the past laiinchiiigs have been generally <-ere- 
moiiies for a comparatively small and select »-om- 
puiiy, for in pence times nothing in particular de- 
ix-nded upon the addition of one yessel more or less 
to the navy or to the merchant marine. Now. all 
that has changed; every ship launched today is a 
txHly blow to the enemy. The feeling prevails at 
most sliipyanls that the workmen— partners xvith 
tin- niiinugenieiit in the hiiilding of every ship — 
should U- honored guests at the launching.
